| I was supposed to be sever- 
ial days into a two-week hike 
ton the Coos Trail on Sept. 11, 
‘2001. That day we expected 
jto reach the Applebrook B & 
‘B in Jefferson, N.H., to pick

‘food drop, a box of mostly 
dehydrated meals to replen- 
-ish-our packs. Instead, I was 
in Billerica, moping around 
‘because my grand adventure 
swas cut short due to that 
tyear’s drought. 

“+The streams where my love 
‘and I needed to get water 
“While on the remote trail were 
‘dry, so we did the adult thing 
“and turned back. 

&"Ewo days later back home in 
‘Billerica, on what would be- 
“come known as 9/11, we decid- 
“éd to take our bicycles to the 
“Cape for a day or two to shake 
ourselves out of a failed-hike 
‘funk and salvage some of our 
tvacation. This was a spur-of- 
‘the-moment decision, so we 
‘got-up early and scrambled to 
Bet: our things together. We 
‘didn’t even take the time to 
‘turn on the television to watch 
ithe! news. 

We learned about the tra- 
‘gedy when we stopped at the 
‘ednvenience story on the 
tedrner for some coffee for 
the road. The TV that nor- 
tmally displayed Keno was 
‘turned to the news and a 
‘small group of people had 
‘silently gathered and were 
watching what was reported 
ito be a plane crash into a 
) Skyscraper. 

| I lived in Manhattan for 
/several years before moving 
‘to Massachusetts and imme- 
‘diately recognized the sky- 


line and the Twin Towers. 

“That’s not real, is it,” I 
asked. “It’s an accident, 
right?” 

The owner of the store 
looked at me with sadness in 
his eyes. “It’s real — and it’s 
not an accident, that’s the 
second one,” he said quietly. 

Stunned, we stood there 
and watched. Eventually we 
got back into the truck and 
went home to call our 
friends in New York, but 
only got fast busy signals. 
We were glued to the televi- 
sion for hours — and the 
skies were strangely quiet 
except for the occasional 
scramble of military aircraft 
reporting to Hanscom. 

My love lost two friends in 
one tower and a colleague 
who died a year later from 
injuries from falling debris. 
My loss was more distant, a 
board member I knew from 
the hospital where I used to 
work on the Upper East Side. 
I felt very lucky — my dear 
friend who I thought worked 
in the towers was actually in 
the building next door and 
was running late, so she was- 
n’t even in the area. 

Suddenly, a vacation that 
wasn’t meant to be was in- 
consequential and life was 
forever changed. 

We still have the label from 
the food drop box with our 
names on it and the date we 
were supposed to pick it up: 
Randy and Mary, 9/11/01. 

Thank you to the Tewks- 
bury and Wilmington resi- 
dents who took the time last 
week to share their 9/11 
memories. I think it’s only 
fair that I share mine. 
Here’s to hoping and pray- 
ing for a safer world. I, too, 
will never forget.

Roth IRA 


The income earned from summer 
and/or after school employment by 
the student can be contributed to a 


Roth IRA, which will grow tax-free, _ 


The earnings are taxable andisubject 
to a penalty only if they are with- 
drawn before the age of 59 %. 


Tuition and Fees 
Deduction 


The Tuition and Fees Deduction 
applies to qualified education ex- 
penses for higher education for an 
eligible student taking undergradu- 
ate, graduate or post graduate cours- 
es. The deduction gradually phases 
out after a certain income range. 
There is no limit to the number of 
years the credit can be claimed. 


American Opportunity 
Tax Credit 


The American Opportunity Tax 
Credit can ‘amount to $2,500 in tax 
credits per eligible student and is 
available for the first four years of 
post-secondary education at a quali- 
fied education institution. Up to 40 per- 
cent of the credit is refundable, which 
means that the taxpayer may be able 
to receive up to $1,000, even if they 
have no tax liability. 

Eligible expenses include tuition at an 
eligible institution, books and required 
supplies, but not room and board, med- 
ical expenses, insurance, etc. Income 
limits apply. The taxpayer is required 
to have the 1098-T from the qualified 
educational institution to take the 
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AOTC, and the credit is based on 
amount paid and not the amount billed. 
Lifetime Learning 
Credit 

Up to a maximum of $2,000 credit 

for qualified education expenses paid 
for a student enrolled in an eligible 
educational institution. The credit is 
a non-refundable credit of 20 percent 
of a maximum of $10,000 in qualified 
education expenses. 
-There is currently no limit on the 
number: of years a taxpayer can 
claim the credit. However, income 
limits do apply. Please keep in mind, 
this credit does not allow for some of 
the items that are allowed for the 
AOTC, but is generally limited to the 
amount paid for tuition and fees. 


Student Loan Interest 
Deduction 


Student loan interest is generally 
deductible as an “above the line” 
deduction, meaning you do not have 
to itemize in order to claim the 
deduction. You can deduct interest of 
up to $2,500 paid on a student loan 
used for higher education. 

The amount of the student loan 
interest deduction is gradually re- 
duced if the taxpayer’s modified 
adjusted gross income is within a 
certain range. 


Use Tax-Deferred 
Accounts to Pay for 
Educational Expenses 

You can use tax-deferred accounts 
(i.e., an Educational Savings Account) 
to pay for qualified educational ex- 
penses including books and computers 
for elementary, high school and col- 
lege expenses.

The Tewksbury Minutemen 
& Militia Company will pitch 
tents at Billerica’s “Yankee 
Doodle Weekend” on the 
weekend of Sept. 16, 17 & 18. 

Tewksbury’s Militia Com- 
pany had a resurgence last 
April at the Tewksbury His- 
torical Society’s April 19, 
1775, re-enactment of the 
spreading of an alarm with 
muskets shots. 

The Billerica Minutemen 
have an encampment at this 
-annual event and the Tewks- 
‘bury Militia will take part, 
helping educate people about 
our past. 

Tewksbury’s northwestern 
border of town is the Merri- 
‘mack River. The Massa- 
‘chusetts border was three to 
five miles north of the Mer- 
rimack River. Thus Dracut’s 
‘was between the Merrimack 
River and that northern line, 
three. to five miles north of 
‘the river. 

: But what our forefathers 
‘did not know who drew the 
‘original map of the river was 
‘that the river took a dogleg 
‘right where Lowell is today. 
‘This caused tremendous de- 
‘bate and argument due to this 
‘legal boundary drawn early 
‘over 400 years ago. The 
-Merrimack flows through 
‘Manchester and Nashua and 
|Manchester, but easterly in 
‘Massachusetts. The debate 
simple meant confusion about 
‘whether this was Massa- 
:chusetts or New Hampshire! 
+ In_this Merrimack Valley, 
| Methuen Massachusetts had 
‘a man named Robert Ro- 
igers.. He was born and 
jraised in Methuen on the 
northern edge of the Mer- 
irimack River and the New 
| Hampshire border. 

| Rodgers lived in the north- 
jen woods, hunting and fish- 
jing and living quietly in the 
‘woods. Furs of deer, beaver: 
}and‘ fox was his business and 
ithese’ woodsmen were very 
; good at blending in with coon- 
iskin-hats and deerskin cloth- 
/ing. They carried small hatch- 
_ets, and a supply of bread and 
isalt pork to eat. They used 
‘snowshoes in winter and could 
‘shoot a musket with uncanny 
accuracy. They could track an 
‘animal or human and were 
‘adept at capturing prisoners. 
! They ‘knew how to read the 
sun for the time and sleep on 
branch boughs at night. No 
‘fires meant no detection so 
‘they simply lived in the woods. 
\This type of man knew the 
Indians and their ways and 
learned from them. 

Another woodsman named 
John; Stark of New Hamp- 
shire. was captured by In- 
dians. in Coos County, New 
Hampshire — oops — 
Massachusetts, or so we 
claimed at the time. Stark 
lived with an Indian tribe for 
‘two years until he escaped 


and returned to Dunbarton, 
NH. Stark, a Revolutionary 
hero went on to be the com- 
mander of the Northern 
Forces and involved in cap- 
turing 7,000 British soldiers 
in Saratoga in 1777,.in the 
Revolutionary War. He also 
helped save Tewksbury and 
Billerica Militiamen at the 
Battle of Bunker Hill in 
Charlestown. 

At the outbreak of the 
French and Indian War in 
1754, Governor William Shir- 
ley was suddenly put in 
charge of the British Army 
and American militia. Shir- 
ley was not a militia man 
but with the sudden death of 
British Gen. William 
Braddock, killed by the 
Native Americans in Vir- 
ginia, Shirley found himself 
in charge. It would be four to 
six months before a new 
British commander for the 
Colonies would be appointed 
by the King. 

Shirley needed men in the 
Colonies to scout and fight in 
the war that was breaking 
out. The Massachusetts Mil- 
itia formed a Company called 
“Rogers Rangers” to help the 
British Governor of Acadia, 
Gov. Charles Lawrence, to 
remove the French Neutrals, 
who were Catholics, from 
that Colony. The two English 
governors feared the Aca- 
dians would help the other 
Catholic colonies along the 
St. Lawrence River. 

Littleton’s Charles Bulk- 
eley was in Acadia as a first 
lieutenant and was involved 
in the ethnic cleansing of 
Acadia in 1754. The British 
gathered the Arcadian men 
on a ruse to come to a meet- 
ing about their land. The 
British troops surrounded 
the meeting with drawn bay- 
onets and marched the Aca- 
dians to boats, bound for the 


colonies to the South: Then’ 


the militias rounded up 
other family members and 
sent them off to the colonies 
for the remainder of the 
French and Indian War. 

With the British paying our 
militiamen in the French 
and Indian wars, employ- 
ment was robust for the 
fight and Lawrence and 
Shirley agreed that the 
French Neutrals needed to 
be removed. The English 
had become a British Ter- 
ritory but they were only ten 
percent of the colony with 
the French Neutrals making 
up the other 90 percent. One 
company quickly became 
six companies and the newly 
promoted Major Robert Ro- 
gers was from Methuen and 
Capt. Charles Buckeley was 
from Littleton. 

The Acadians were moved 
by force to Massachusetts and 
other Colonies. Tewksbury 
and all the towns ordered to 


take in these farmers from 
the North during the war. 

These Rangers were so suc- 
cessful in scouting and fight- 
ing that the British started 
copying their techniques. 
The British and the Ameri- 
cans worked well together, so 
a British surgeon wrote a 
verse using an old English 
tune to poke fun at the 
strangely dressed Rangers. 

The Rogers Rangers were 
outdoors men from the Mas- 
sachusetts & New Hampshire 
area that formed the border 
between the two states. The 
nickname for the backwoods 
fighters and scouts was 
“Yankee Doodles.” Yankee 
came from the Native 
American word Yingling and 
the British poked fun at our 
feathers in our hats and our 
deerskin clothing. The 
Rangers actually liked it and 
adopted the song as their 
own. Many verses have been 
written to the tune some say 
as many as 40 different vers- 
es. The feather in the cap 
signified the different bat- 
tles. “Called them maca- 
roni,” was slang for the 
medals the British wore. 

Since we had so many of 
these Yankee Doodles from 
Middlesex County, Billerica 
and Tewksbury can be proud 
to be Yankee Doodles. Go to 
Billerica’s Yankee Doodle 
festival on Sept. 17-18 and 
see the Tewksbury and Bil- 
lerica Minutemen who will 
be there. 

Better yet, think about 
joining the two groups and 
making our Yankee Doodles 
the proudest patriots in 
Massachusetts. It is our his- 
tory and it is the best.

Foxes, Hounds and Horses

By PAIGE IMPINK 
News Correspondent 


paige@yourtowncrier.com 


hile the 

world of 

polo, fox 

hunting 
and horsemanship 
might seem reserved 
for the elite and some- 
what out of reach for 
the rest of us, the 
Myopia Polo and Hunt 
Club in Hamilton opens 
its gates to the public 
for spectator opportuni- 
ties into these regal and 
ancient sports. 

Introduced into the 
American culture from 
the earliest Jamestown 
settlers, it is recorded 
that George Washington 
and Thomas Jefferson 
organized foxhunting 
parties that lasted weeks 
on end, a marriage of 
man and hound engaged 
in the pursuit. 

Fox hunting today is 
about the chase, and 
about stewardship of 
lands and open space. No 
killing is involved; rather 
the hounds follow a scent 
course laid out for them. 

Foxhounds of Ameri- 
can and British breed 
are still used today. Part 
of the regal nature of 
the sport is the attire, 
known as turnout. The 
color, style and formali- 
ty of the clothing can 
indicate gender, awards, 
and role on the field in 


the hunt, right down to 
the number of buttons 
on a jacket or the color 
of the rider’s jodhpurs 
(riding pants), also with 
variations by season. 

Not only are the rules 
and sportsmanship ex- 
pectations outlined for 
this sport, but the prop- 
er tack, or color and 
style of bridle and sad- 
dle that the horse wears 
is dictated as well. 

The public is wel- 
comed on any hunt and 
can watch the hounds 
at work. 

Perhaps attending a 
polo match at Myopia is 
more your speed. Ac- 
cording to the Polo Mu- 
seum website, the sport 
originated in India and 
spread quickly to Eng- 
land, Australia, Argen- 
tina and Ireland in the 
1800s. 

The team of man and 
horse work together to 
hammer a ball into the 
opposing team’s goal, 
the rider leaning over 
the horse’s neck using a 
long handled mallet is a 
sport of endurance and 
agility. It is impressive 
to behold the thunder- 
ing hooves, magnificent 
ponies, and athletic rid- 
ers, as both men and 
women compete. 

Myopia polo matches 
are open to the public 
and tickets can be pur- 
chased at the gate. Bring 
a picnic lunch and enjoy 


the matches which run 
into the first weekend in 
October. Get there early 
and you can park field 
side, or bring chairs 
whenever you arrive. 
Myopia is the oldest ac- 
tive polo club in the coun- 
try, according to their 


website, and they are ; 


working hard to make 
the game accessible to 


all, and not just the stuff * 


of Ralph Lauren ads. 
Myopia also has horse 


shows, free to the pub- « 


lic. Enjoy the jumping, 
galloping, and horse 


handling skills of riders 


young and old, novice 


and seasoned as they * 


work their way through 
several classes of judg- 
ing. 

Have your kids play 


with foxhound puppies + 


and browse the tents of 
items for sale, includ- 


ing tack gear, fun food _ 


and fine accessories. 

Check their website 
and plan an afternoon, 
and do watch your step 
as there are no pooper 
scooper rules for horses 
at these events. Myopia 
is easy to get to in 
Hamilton, Massachu- 
setts, just up Route 128 
to Route 1A. 

The club is not far from 
Russell Orchard in Ips-

that dark day and to share the 
impact the event has made in 
their lives. 

Victoria Waitt, 29, resident 
of Dracut and librarian in 
Wilmington, was in first 
period theology class in her 
high school. “The TVs were 
on and everyone was watch- 
ing them. It was hard to look 
at and I was concerned. The 
flights came from Boston 
and some of my classmates 
did know some people in the 
plane. It seemed like every- 
one had some sort of a con- 
nection to someone who had 
been lost,” Waitt said. 

Rachel Squillace, 45, a Wil- 
mington resident, was atten- 
ding graduate school in Seat- 
tle, Wash., in 2001 when she 
was awakened by a room- 
mate who told her the news. 

“We were on the west coast 
where it was 6 a.m. and 
groggy eyed, trying to make 
heads or tails of what was 
going on while waking up,” 
she said. “There are still a 
lot of truly terrible, awful 
and despicable events that 
have happened in the world, 
but the shear epic nature of 
that one really jolted us.” 

Sept. 11, 2001 was a bit of a 
foggy memory for Robert 
McNamara, 24, resident of 
Lexington who works at Wil- 
mington Building Supply. 

“I was in second or third 
grade. My sister’s birthday is 
9/11. I remember being sat 
down at school and told about 
the event,” said McNamara. 
“We only had one TV at the 
school, so not everyone was 
watching. My parents sat me 
down later and explained 
more. I didn’t really think 
much about it at the time.” 

Christopher Coakley, 52, of 
Wilmington, wore a T-shirt 
adorned with an America 
flag as he shopped for at Wil- 
mington Building Supply. He 
paused for a moment during 
the transaction to share his 
story. “This is a 9/11 shirt,” 
he said. “I can’t believe I 
still have it.” 

Coakley was at work and 
ready to give a presentation

that September morning. 

“I didn’t know what hap- 
pened, but no one showed;up. 
I soon found out that. our 
boss was in the first plane 
and was killed. I worked.for 
Raytheon and we lost , four 
guys in that plane,” Coakley 
said. 

His boss, Peter A Cant of 
Tewksbury, vice president of 
operations at Raytheon, was 
killed the crash of American 
Airlines Flight 11 in Rew 
York. 

“I’m not an emotional guy. 
The videos are hard._to 
watch,” Coakley said. 

Although 15 years has _pas- 
sed and stricter security 
efforts have been implement- 
ed, none of the people inter- 
viewed believe the world.is 
much safer than that Sep- 
tember day in 2001. 

“J don’t think we are any 
safer, but I don’t think we,are 
inherently in more danger 
either. The world has gone 
down paths both good .and 
bad. We’ve tightened ,, up 
security but we’ve lost Civil 
liberties. It’s a dangerous 
combination,” Squillace said. 

Waitt said 9/11 has made 
her more aware of world 
events. 

“Watching the news I see 
the terrible things going on 
in the world. I definitely 
don’t think it is a safe place. 
I hope that the terrible“Acts 
of violence will stop and that 
we can live in a world where 
things like this don’t happen. 
I don’t know if we are any 
closer to that reality, but I 
have hope.” 

“Things are still the same,” 
McNamara said. “We ‘still 
have terrorism and it hasn’t 
gotten better. I hope it ie 
get better.” 

Every year on 9/11 all of 
Raytheon in Andover goes 
outside to remember their 
fallen colleague Peter Gay, 
Coakley said. 

“We have a nice enieetal 
that was erected in his honor. 
We take a moment and think 
about him and the others 
who were lost. It’s a tice 
thing to do,” Coakley said.

Golfers swinging for a few more wins

Heading into last season, 
Wilmington High Golf coach 
Steven Lynch had high 
expectations for his team. 
The squad was young, loaded 
with sophomores, but they 
were also talented and he felt 
like his team could at the 
very least make a run at a 
winning record and possibly 
set even higher goals than 
that.

that you want, but you also 
need that mental toughness 
to do well in matches. It's 
that extra club between the 
ears that can get in the way 
sometimes. It is the mental 
part of the game that I want 
them to prepare for, and I 
think they can do a good job 
with that." 

Leading the way for the 
Wildcats at the top of their 
lineup will be three of the 
juniors whom Lynch is 
counting on most. Billy 
McEvoy, who was the team's 
No. 1 player last season will 
likely slide back into that 
spot, while Dan Gracia and 
Jake Fulkerson will battle 
for the No. 2 and 3 positions. 
Gracia was the team's No. 2 
player last season, but it has 
yet to be determined what 
the exact order will be this 
season. 

"Those three will be our top 
three players, but which is 
which has yet to be deter- 
mined," Lynch said. "Gracia 
did a great job as our num- 
ber two last season, and 
Fulkerson has been with me 
since his freshman year. He 
played a lot of golf this sum- 
mer and he is really crack- 
ing the ball off the tee." 

As always with a Lynch 
coached team, the lineup will 
not just be randomly select- 
ed, as Lynch will play the 
players who perform best in 
practice. 

"I'm a firm believer in com- 
petition with golf," Lynch 
said. "I try to simulate 
matches as much as possible 
during practice. The compe- 
tition makes each player bet- 
ter." 

While his top three players 
are obviously going to be his 
best players, Lynch feels like 
the area where his team can 
make the biggest difference 
is spots four through eight, 
where he feels like the 
Wildcats depth will help 
them overcome the tough 
competition they will face in 
the Middlesex league.

She's in the Wright spot now 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - If you 
need someone to a_ spot 
filled, Christina Wright is 
your person. Whether it be 
offense, defense, a leader or 
even a loving, thoughtful 
older sister, Wright is that 
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well-rounded. 

The senior co-captain of 
the Wilmington High School 
Field Hockey team may not 
be the star player who stick- 
handles past a handful of 
defenders and rips a shot 
from 30 yards out that clings 
off the back of the net, but 
she has been a very compli- 
mentary and important 
player with the Wildcats. 

Last year she _ played 
defense and also logged 
some minutes on the for- 
ward line and ended up scor- 
ing a goal. Being so versatile 
helped the Wildcats finish 
11-7-2 overall, which includ- 
ed a first round overtime 
win over Wayland, before 
the team gave Watertown a 
run for its money in the 
quarterfinal round, before 
being eliminated. 

Through the regular sea- 
son, she was part of a 
defense that gave up just 22 
goals, eight to Watertown, 
while registering six shut 
outs. Starting with the 
team's season opener on 
Friday, Wright will be play- 
ing left wing. 

“That's where she fits for 
me right now but I don't 
have a problem if I need to 
plug her in on the defense,” 
said WHS Field Hockey 
coach Leanne Ebert. “I 
know I can plug her in on 
defense. Just watching her 
skill and ability from that 
left wing position, that's 
where she fits best for us as 
of right now. She just has 
that solid ability to stick 
with it. On defense you just 
always think 'I want to stop 
it, I want to stop it and keep 
it away from the net' and at 
that left wing position it's 'I 
have to keep going or I can 
dodge left or right and I 
have to keep going and get 
the ball up the field or send 
it across’. That's what I'm 
seeing from her and at the 
same time I'm confident to 
put her back on defense if 
we need to do that.” 

Wright is a three-sport ath- 
lete at WHS. Besides field 
hockey, she has played on 
the subvarsity basketball 
teams - with hopes of mak- 
ing it to the varsity team 
this winter - and also has 
been on the tennis team, 
playing doubles each of the 
past three years. 

While her parents were 
athletes, including mom who 


played field hockey in 
Lynnfield, Christina said she 
started out playing field 
hockey in middle school, 
between fifth and sixth 
grade and simply loves the 
sport. 

“T just like the team atmos- 
phere and here it's really 
great,” she said. “I think we 
have such great coaches and 
all everyone on the team 
gets along and we just have 
so much fun. Having the 
opportunity (for me) to be a 
leader on the team, and 
knowing that we have such 
great underclassmen makes 
it that much easier and 
more enjoyable.” 

Being that comfortable 
with the team makes her 
transition from defense to 
offense that much easier. 

“IT switched _ between 
defense and offense last 
year and just filled in where 
they needed me but I think 
this year I'll be playing for- 
ward,” she said. “I really 
like the switch and I'm excit- 
ed. All of us on the forward 
line work really well togeth- 
er and we have been togeth- 
er since middle school.” 

The forward line includes 
junior Jillian Miele, who 
scored eight goals last year 
as a sophomore, including 
the game winner in the 
thrilling 2-1 come from 
behind sudden-death over- 
time win over Wayland in 
the first round of the state 
tournament. 

“That was so much fun,” 
she said of that win before 
the home crowd. “That was 
probably the best game of 
the whole season. There 
were such a tough team, and 
the game was so close and 
we were playing really well. 
Then going into overtime 
was very exciting, especially 
the way playoff overtime 
works with the 7-on-7 it was 
just a fast paced game and a 
lot of fun to be a part of. 

“Tt was awesome to be a 
part of especially when Jill 
got the (game winning) goal 
in sudden-death, that made 
it just so much crazier.” 

From there, the 'Cats trav- 
eled to take on Watertown 
for the third time on the sea- 
son. Wilmington played 
absolutely tremendous, and 
were defeated by the state 
champs, 2-0.

The kids are giving it every- 
thing they have." 

The area where Barry is 
most optimistic is on the 
defensive side of the ball, 
where he feels like his team 
has a chance to be very 
effective. 

With some talented players 
returning to the fold, like 
senior cornerback Tyler 
DeJesus, and junior corner- 
back Travis Haines, to go 
along with junior outside 
linebacker Tyler Roberts, 
junior defensive end Marcus 
Nerestant, and senior defen- 
sive tackle Jack Sweeney, 
the Wildcats could be much 
improved holding teams off 
the scoreboard. 

"I really think we can do 
well defensively," Barry 
said. "We have been very 
pleased with the way the 
defense has played. We have 
given up some plays, but 
overall we are playing very 
well." 

Barry has been particular- 
ly impressed with Sweeney, 
who has earned a starting

role for the first time this 
season. 

"Jack just worked his butt 
off in the off-season," Barry 
said. "We didn't know what 
to expect out of them this 
year, but we just can't keep 
him off the field because he 
is playing so well." 

While the Wildcats appear 
strongest on defense, as 
Barry said the offense is 
still searching for its identi- 
ty. But at the same time, 
there is some talent on the 
offensive side of the ball 
that in time could be as 
effective as the defense. 

Losing Carroll, who was 
set to move from the center 
position that he held last 
season over to left tackle 
certainly hurts the offensive 
line, but Barry is confident 
that some other talented 
players up front will do a 
good job of protecting a 
quality group of skill posi- 
tion players. 

Senior captain David 
Woods will lead the way on 
the offensive from one of 
the tackle positions, while 
guards Nerestant and senior 
Mike Cocca will also help 
anchor the line. Liam 
Rooney will slide over to the 
center position. 

The offensive line will be 


projecting a group of skill 
position players led by 
either senior Robbie 
Ducharme or junior Tom 
Robarge at quarterback. 

While losing a potential 
star like Smith at the quar- 
terback position will surely 
hurt, Barry is confident in 
either of the signal callers 
currently vying for the posi- 
tion. 

Ducharme was the 
Wildcats quarterback last 
season, while Robarge has 


shown some great promise: 


in the preseason. Barry has 
also been impressed by the 
play of sophomore signal 
caller Andrew Sullivan. 

"It is a good competition 
for the job. Robbie threw 
really well in the second 
preseason game,” Barry 
said. "But Tom has looked 
good as well. And Andrew is 
going to be a very good 
quarterback for us." 

The Wildcats best offen- 
sive weapon may be senior 
captain and running back 
Sam Jennings, while Haines 
will also contribute out of 
the backfield. 

When the Wildcats decide 
to throw, the wide receiver 
duo of seniors Brandon 
Belmonte and Tyler 
DeJesus will provide some 


very secure targets, as will 


junior tight end Tyler 
Roberts. 
While the Wildcats 


excelled at running the ball 
last season, they struggled 
at times when they chose to 
throw. Barry is looking for 
that to change this season. 

"We are trying to bring a 
little more balance to the 
offense this year. We ran 
very effectively last year 
but we relied on it too much 
and people started to gang 
up on it," Barry said. "We 
will not lose the philosophy 
of trying to have good exe- 
cution, but we would like to 
see more balance." 

The Wildcats will need all 
the help they can get to 
compete in another tough 
season in the Middlesex 
freedom division. Defending 
champion and Super Bowl 
finalist Melrose will certain- 
ly be the team to beat, but 
they will not be alone 
according to Barry. 

"Until somebody beats 
them, Melrose is the team to 
beat. But I think Burlington 
will also be very good, and 
there's some other very 
good teams in the league," 
Barry said. "We have a very 
tough schedule. We know 
that we have to play well, 
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but as well as we may ne 
you have to know we are 
playing good teams Cevery 
week who will also be ‘play- 
ing well. We are not com- 
plaining about that: We dike 
it like that. It is good for“the 
kids and they want to~ splay 
against the best comipett 
tion." 

While Barry is lookitialfor 
a successful season and’ an 
improvement on last ‘yéai’s 
record, he also wants” sup-

MIAA implements new 
rules in football on amount 
of pre-season contact

During the last four or five years, the explosion of sports 
injuries, in particular concussions in football, has taken on 
its own life. There's been a Hollywood Movie made on the 
subject, there's been countless newspaper and magazine 
articles, as well as numerous books written about concus- 
sions. and head injuries. National Football Players have 
retired early, have sued the league, while this past week a 
former JV player -- who is now paralyzed because of a hit he 
took in practice - is taking Nashua North High School to 
court saying the school and program neglected to demon- 
strate proper and safe tackling drills. 

Today doctors now so much more about concussions, sports 
injuries and brain injuries more than every before - perhaps 
that's one big reason why this subject continues to circle 
around every contact sport throughout the entire country on 
a daily basis. 

With all of this attention to the safety of keeping student- 
athletes healthy at the high school level, the Massa- chusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Association implemented many new 
rules and restrictions to all high school football teams across 
the state on the amount of contact football teams can spen- 


New Rules for High School Football 


The MIAA released new rules this fall for all high school football team: 
across the state in terms of the amount of time each team can spend o 
ontact drills during pre-season practices. 

Below are the MIAA rules, the additions which are added to the previ 
ous rules. 


35.1 - “Fall practice may begin for all teams as early as the second 
hursday preceding Labor Day (August 25, 2016). No team may have 
more than ten single practice sessions (i.e., “double sessions” count a: 
wo single practice sessions) through and including the Friday prior to 
Labor Day. Football teams must precede their initial “full contact” prac 
ice with an additional five days of single conditioning and “limited con. 
act” sessions. These practices can begin on the third Friday prior to 
Labor Day (August 19, 2016) and practice is not permitted on Sunda: 
prior to Labor Day (August 21, August 28, and September 4, 2016).” 


69.4.2 - “An intra-squad or interschool scrimmage is not to be allowed 
before the third day of “Full Contact” practice.” 


69.5.1 - “The first five days of football practice must be single condi 
ioning and “limited contact” sessions. Daily activities shall be limited to 
he definitions,equipment, time maximums and limitations described i 
hé “MIAA Handbook Preseason Practice Chart and Definitions, 


chool Committee.” 


‘69.5.2 - “High School football practices prior to the first day of classes} 


-69.5.2.1 - During preseason practice, athletes may only participate i 
full contact - live action drills and game time simulations no more thai 
(60. minutes per athlete per day. 


69.5.2.2 - From the Monday before Labor Day (August 29, 2016) throug 
he Saturday before Labor Day (September 3, 2016) a coach may onl: 
conduct full contact drills up to 90 minutes. (The intent of this rule is to 
limit full contact participation of each student to 90 minutes during thi 
fsix-day period). 


| 69.5.2.3 - From Labor Day through the end of the season, including 
postseason play, a coach may only conduct full contact drills up to 60 
‘fminutes per week (90 minutes during a week without a scheduled game). 
he intent of this rule is to limit full contact participation of each student 
\jto 60 minutes during a week of practice (90 minutes during a week with 
out a scheduled game). 
| During this time, full contact is allowed in no more than 2-3 practice 
er week, no more than 30 minutes per day, and consideration should 
also'be given to limiting full contact on consecutive days. 


4 69,5.2.4 - One day off every week (Definition of a week - MIAA 
Handbook Rule 34.4: Saturday through Friday, Exception: Thanksgiving} 
and Friday evening 


‘heading into the current pre-season practices. 

-' The’ Town Crier has printed the new rules to go along with 
this story, but basically football teams had to spend five days 
on conditioning, and “limited contact” and then from August 
29th’ through September 3rd, a coach could only conduct full 
‘contact drills up to 90-minutes. There have been many other 
new rules added, but those are the primary ones. 

* Longtime Tewksbury Memorial High School Football coach 
‘Brian Aylward - who before then played at TMHS and Brown 
University, was asked about his thoughts on the new rules 
and how much it's interfered or changed his daily routines 
of pre-season practices. 

“T would say that in most years this would really have been 
frustrating, but this year is a year that we needed to do a lot 
more teaching (in the pre-season) so if there was a year to 
make that adjustment, this was the year,” he said. “At camp 
we did a lot more meeting time. We utilized the field much 
better because we knew that we were going to have to. 

“My biggest concern on the thing is when you start man- 

dating this, safety is the top priority. You can mandate safety 
by limiting contact and that’s one way of doing it. The other 
way. of doing it is almost going the total opposite direction 
and. giving more time so teams are just focusing on playing 
football, but practicing the technique. Most (football) con- 
cussions come from bad technique. If you are not properly 
coached up on the technique, you are putting the kids at risk. 
(With these additional rules) you are limiting the time on the 
field, you are limiting the time to coach up on things. Now 
you have to get your schemes in. 
- “I don’t know if that’s the right answer, it’s not the politi- 
cally correct answer but at the same time, if you don’t give 
coaches enough time to practice in a live setting or not, 
there’s an expectation because you are going out to live 
games. We are going to be playing tackle football starting 
(Saturday) and we want to be able to do those things prop- 
erly and safely.” 

Tewksbury's Athletic Director Ron Drouin was also asked 
about the new rules and regulations. 

“We don't have a lot of turnover with our football staff,” he 
said. “These guys have been here for a long time. I don't 
think you can throw anything at them that they haven't seen. 
Things flow with them and they have their routine, so I don't 
think the new rules have set them back at all. I think we will 
align and comply with what the state and the MIAA asks us 
to comply with. It's the same for everybody. 

“T think the world of our football staff, just like I think the 
world of most of our (coaching staff here at TMHS), so if any 
staff is going to get hit with a different set of rules and just 
go with it, it's this staff. We are not throwing this at a new 
coach, or someone in their second season. We are throwing 
this at a veteran staff, who have been together for a long 
time so change with them is pretty easy.” 

Wilmington High’s new athletic director Tim Alberts said 
‘the new regulations comes down to common sense. 

“Certainly safety of the students is first and foremost. It's 
my number one issue. I think

Rams chomping at oot to get going

BILLERICA - If the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team proved just one thing 
last’ year, it is that they are 
resilient. bunch. After get- 
ting off to a 1-3 start to their 
season, and then dropping to 
2-5, the Rams turned it on 
down the stretch to finish 
their season with an impres- 
sive 6-5 record. 

Granted, one of the wins 
came in a forfeit over 
Madison Park, who refused 
to:play the Rams in the sec- 
ond to last week of the sea- 
son; Even so, turning their 
season around the way they 
did‘to finish with a winning 
record is something that 
Rams coach Al Costabile 
was very proud of, and while 
momentum certainly does 
not carry over from one sea- 
son’to the next, Costabile is 
hoping that the lessons 
Jearned during the Rams 
end of season winning 
streak will carry through to 
this season. 

"We have been in a very 
unique situation the last two 
years, where three of our 
games did not get played," 
Costabile said. "Our seniors 
were very much victims of 
that. To miss three games is 
very tough, but our seniors 
held it together each year 
and that says a lot about 
them. These seniors this 
year have faced some crazy 
adversity, and they did a 
nice job to finish strong. 
Hopefully that will carry 
over." 

And while the Rams lost 
some key players off of last 
yéar squad, particularly at 
the« skill positions, where 
they must replace three- 
year starter Alex. Tate of 
Tewksbury at quarterback 
along with running back 
Billy Tamboli of Wilmington 
among others, Costabile is 
confident the Rams can 
have a very successful sea- 
son. 

"T:expect us to do well. I 
feel like we will be disap- 
pointed if we don't have a 
winning record," Costabile 
said. "Beyond that, we are 
looking to complete for the 
league title. We have expec- 
tations to do that. We are not 
looking to just finish with a 
.500 record.” 

If the Rams are going to 
have another successful sea- 
son, a big part of it will obvi- 
ously have to come from the 
quarterback position, where 
junior Cody Sughrue of 
Tewksbury will likely take 
over for Tate, who has taken 
his*. talents to UMass 
Dartmouth. 

Sughrue lacks any varsity 
experience, but if his per- 
formance thus far in the pre- 
season is any indication, he 
looks ready to take over the 
role. 

"Cody is really settling in, 
and he has done a good job," 
Costabile said. "He throws a 
great ball. He has a very 
strong arm, and he is also a 
very intelligent quarter- 
back."

"Sam has great speed, and 
he actually competed very 
hard for the quarterback 
job," Costabile said. "But, 
with Cody at quarterback 
and Sam at receiver, it gives 
us a few more options." 

Senior wide receiver Chris 
Ferrari, who hauled in 17 
catches including -three 
touchdowns last season, will 
give the Rams _ another 
weapon in the passing game, 
as will fellow receiver Sean 
Hines. 


Newcomer Brendan 
Studley, a junior from 
Tewksbury, will be the Rams 
tight end. 


"He has been doing a great 
job for us," Costabile said. 
"He is a very good athlete." 

When the Rams run the 


ball, they will be led by sen- 
ior running back Craig Rich, 
who ran for five touchdowns 
last season. 

In addition to being what 
Costabile calls the best 
place kicker in the league, 
having made 24-of-27 extra 
points last season, Rich will 
be a big part of the Rams 
offense. 

"He is just a no nonsense 
football player, who gives 
one hundred percent all the 
time," Costabile said. "He's 
a very gifted athlete. Siri is 
very quick on his feet and he 


also has great football 
knowledge and anticipation 
play a game." 


Senior running back Jake 
Nardone, who had done a 
good job for the Rams last 
season prior to suffering an 
injury, will also contribute 
in the running game.

After all of these years, Costabile strong as ever

BILLERICA -- Things 
change from year to year for 
a high school football team. 
It is just the nature of the 
game, where there is an 
obvious turnover of players 
due to graduation, as well as 
coaches, who may be mov- 
ing from one school to 
another. 

That is certainly not the 
ease at Shawsheen Tech 
however, at least in terms of 
coaching, where for the past 
18 seasons the Shawsheen 
sideline has been a model of 
stability under the direction 
of head coach Al Costabile. 

Come Saturday afternoon 
at Burlington High School 
when the Rams open their 
season against Blue Hills 
Regional, Costabile will be 
there once again, beginning 
his 19th season at the helm 
of the Rams. 

Costabile will bring a 
career record of 157-100 into 
Saturday's game, including 
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a mark of 117-77 at 
Shawsheen, along with a 
Division 4 Super Bowl cham- 
pionship back in 2010 

His career at Shawsheen 
followed equally outstanding 
six year run at Bishop 
Fenwick where he led the 
Crusaders to two Super Bowl 
appearances. 

It has been quite a career 
for Costabile up to this point, 
but if you ask him to look 
back and reflect on what 
he's accomplished thus far, 
he is much more interested 
in continuing to look ahead. 

"] think I want back on that 
when it is all over," Costabile 
said. "I feel like I have a lot 
more left to do. I have had 
the chance to coach a lot of 
great kids, and coach with a 
lot of great coaches. I feel 
very lucky to be in this place 
and in this situation." 

After 24 years of coaching 
overall, you might think that 
the end is in sight for 
Costabile, but that couldn't 
be further from the truth. 
The veteran coach, who is 
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by junior guard co-captain 
Scott Burke of Wilmington, 
along with junior center 
Edwin Ortiz and junior tack- 
le Chris Lucas of Tewksbury. 

"Those three guys will real- 
ly anchor our line," 
Costabile said. "They all got 
some good experience as 
sophomores last season, so 
to bring some of that back is 
huge for us." 

Defensively the Rams look 
like they will be very sound 
as well, chicken early in the 
defense of backfield, where 
Ferrari, Nardone, Rich and 
Baker will make things diffi- 
cult on opposing quarter- 
backs. 

Ferrari had a team six 
interceptions last year, while 
Rich had three interceptions 
and a fumble recovery from 
the safety position, and 
Baker chipped four intercep- 
tions, including one for a 
touchdown. Nardone mean- 
while, was one of the Rams 
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leading tacklers prior to his 
injury. 

The linebacker corps will 
be led by senior outside line- 
backer Chance Harper of 
Tewksbury, and junior Mark 
Companeschi of Wilmington, 
both of whom were among 
the Rams best defenders 
last season. 

Costabile will also be look- 
ing for big things from his 
defensive line, where Burke, 
Christian Hoar, Lucas and 
Nathan Tebugwayo are all 
expected to contribute. 

With 20 seniors on this 
year's roster, the team, 
along with. the coaching 
staff, has selected four of 
them, along with one junior 
as captains. Seniors Rich, 
Ferrari, Hines and 
Tebigwayo, along with 
Burke, the lone junior, will 
lead the Rams. 

The captains, and all of the 
Rams, will face a stiff chal- 
lenge if they are to meet

Golfers driving for 12th 
straight league title

BILLERICA -- For a suc- 
cessful program like the 
Shawsheen Tech Golf team, 
it is hard sometimes to live 
up to your own expectations. 
But for the Rams, who have 
now won eleven consecutive 
CAC championships after 
surging to another title last 
season, that is exactly what 
they did in last year’s cam- 
paign. 

Yes, the 11th consecutive 
title was as impressive as 
always, but making last sea- 
son even more special was 
the fact that the Rams cap- 
tured the State Vocational 
Championship for just the 
second time in school histo- 
ry. 

"That made it really spe- 
cial," said Shawsheen coach 
Tom Struthers. "One of the 
best parts of it was that at 
the beginning of the year we 
did not feel like we had a 
really strong team, but we 
had some players come out 
of nowhere and perform 
really well for us, and that 
made it a very special sea- 
son." 

Unlike last season, when 
Struthers was not sure just 
how good his team could be, 
he enters this season full of 
optimism as to how well the 
Rams can do. 

While they do lose five 
players off of last year 
squad, including Captain 
Ryan Pigott, they bring back 
a strong nucleus of players 
whom Struthers believes can 
lead them to another very 
special season. 

"The players we lost were 
all good players, and will 
miss them, but I feel like we 
bring back a lot of kids who 
have a lot of experience, and 
we've also got some very 
good new players as well," 
Struthers said. 

Two of the biggest reasons 
for Struthers optimism are 
the top two players in the 
Rams lineup, led by senior 
captain Chris Mills at the 
number one position. 

"Chris is just a great kid. 
He has worked all summer 
to improve his game, and 
you can really see the results 
of it," Struthers said. “It is 
nice to have a player at cap- 
tain, who is so committed to 
the game. I tell him that this 
is his team, and he under- 
stands his role. He is just a 
great boy overall, and he will 
do a great job for us." 

In the No. 2 slot for the 
Rams will be fellow senior 
Mike Kelly, who is also 
swinging the club very well 
in preseason practices. 

"It is nice to have two kids 
in the top of the lineup like 
these guys who are shooting 
in the thirties" Struthers 
said. They're both playing so 
well. Mike has been averag- 
ing about a 38 or 39 in the 
preseason." 

It is not just the top two 
players who Struthers is 
expecting big things from 
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assistants." 

And Costabile acknowl- 
edges that being a football 
coach is a little different 
than coaching any other 
sport, given the amount of 
time that goes in to each 
game plan. 

"When you are looking for 
an assistant, you need to 
find someone willing to ded- 
icate a tremendous amount 
of time to planning and 
preparing for a game," 
Costabile said. "You have to 
be able to deal with the 
large discrepancy in the 
amount of time that you put 
into planning and then hav- 
ing for so few games. That 
takes a particular tempera- 
ment, which is why the peo- 
ple who coach the game 
have generally played it as 
well." 

Wins and losses of course 
are what a coach will 
always be measured by, but 
Costabile is equally as 
proud of the work done by 
another accomplishment by 
not just his football team, 
but of the accomplishments 


however. Senior Ryan 
Cummiskey will grab the 
number three position, while 
several other talented play- 
ers will compete for the final 
five spots in the lineup. ; 

Junior Aiden Rexford as 
well as fellow junior Cam 
Larue will compete for the 
number four and five posi- 
tions, as will juniors Mait 
Irwin, Chris Galinos and 
Kyle Preble of Tewksbury. + 

"It is really tough to pick 
who is going to fill those 
spots," Struthers said. "It is 
pretty much going to come 
down to who is going to turn 
it on and get into a groove 
for a couple days at practice 
to earn a spot. They all have 
talent, it is just a matter of 
playing smart, and not mak- 
ing a critical mistake, that 
can turn a great round of 2 
into a 49." 

While the strength of the

Usually to get that 
first place in meets you need 
to’ be around the 20-minute 
mark. She has shown some 
signs of having some speed 
with track. 

“She is moving towards 
shorter distances compared 
to!'the 5K in cross-country, 
but that in mind her training 
is*going to be a little bit dif- 
ferent this season. It's going 
tocbe geared more for speed 
and more middle-distance 
training but obviously we're 
still going to be pushing her 
to.get better times in the 5K. 
She is the only returning 
runner on the girls team and 
she is showing great leader- 
ship skills. She's not giving 
up.” 


Amie Russell, who join two 
track athletes out for the 
first time, senior Danielle 
Baldi and junior Lailoo 
Perrillo. Also on the team

“There's a lot of new kids 
on the girls team this year,” 
said Schell. “We don't have 
experience and we _ lack 
numbers. We want numbers.

want to be able to support 
them as much as I can.

Carroll, who will undergo 
surgery in the next week or 
so, did not realize just how 
badly hurt his foot was until 
the day after sustaining the 
non-contact injury against 
Newburyport. 

"I was just running up the 
field getting ready to hit 
someone, when it happened. 
It wasn't as painful in the 
middle of the scrimmage, 
probably because of adrena- 
line and stuff but the next 
day I could not walk," 
Carroll said. "That day my 
mom took me to the ER and 
I found out about the frac- 
ture. I was so disappointed." 

For Wilmington Coach 
Mike Barry, seeing one of 
his hardest working players 
sustain such an injury hurts 
him almost as much as it 
hurts Carroll himself. 

It is not just losing a player 
of Carroll's obvious on field 
talent that bothers Barry, it 
is losing a player who had 
worked so hard throughout 
his career to prepare for 
that all-important senior 
season. 

"T don't even like to think 
about it to tell you the 
truth," Barry said. "It is 
hard to see that happen to a 
kid like him. Most of these 
kids probably won't get the 
chance to play college foot- 
ball, so their senior year 
could be their last chance. It 
is really too bad to see that 
happen to somebody, espe- 
cially a great kid like 
Jimmy." 

While Carroll will not be 
able to contribute to the 
Wildcats on the field, Barry, 
like Carol himself, is looking 
forward to having such an 
experienced player con- 
tribute as much as he can 
from the sidelines. 

"He's on crutches, but he 
still comes around to prac-
